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Tropical storm Matthew 
threatens flooded Central 
America 



SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AFP) 
- Tropical Storm Matthew 
raced toward Central America 
yesterday and is threatening to 
bring new destruction to a re¬ 
gion already suffering the con¬ 
sequences of an abnormally 
fierce rainy season. 

Central America is in the 
midst of one of the most in¬ 
tense rainy seasons in the last 
60 years, with flooding and 
landslides that have killed 
more than 300 people and 
caused serious damage in re¬ 
cent months. 

Matthew made landfall near 
the Nicaragua-Honduras bor¬ 
der yesterday afternoon, and is 
moving over northern Hon¬ 
duras today. 


Matthew is packing sus¬ 
tained winds of 50 miles (85 
kilometers) per hour, the 
Miami-based National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said. 

Matthew is expected to 
dump between six and 10 
inches of rain over parts of 
Nicaragua and Honduras, with 
up to 15 inches possible in iso¬ 
lated areas. 

"These rainfall totals may 
produce life-threatening flash 
floods and mud slides," the 
NHC said. 

As the outer bands of rain 
began to lash parts of 
Nicaragua and Honduras, both 
countries were on high alert, 
ordering residents to be vigilant 
and take necessary precautions.

Open flood gates displace 
two million in Nigeria 


Britain warns of 'massive 
dangers' if Yemen 
collapses 


LAGOS, Nigeria, 2010 (AFP) 
- About two million people, or 
about half the population of 
Nigeria’s Jigawa state, have 
been displaced after authorities 
had to open flood gates on two 
rivers, a government official 
said yesterday. 

"We have about two million 
people affected," Umar Kyari 
spokesman of Jigawa state told 
AFP. Jigawa has a population 
of about 4.3 million people. 

He said the flooding was 
caused after authorities opened 
flood gates of the Challawa 
and Tiga dams in neighbouring 
Kano state to avoid overflow¬ 
ing following heavy rains. 

"When the rains became too 
much they realised the water 
was too much and opened the 
dams," he said. 

About 90,000 hectares 
(222,400 acres) of farmland 
were washed away with food 
and livestock estimated at 4.5 
billion naira (30 million dol- 


SAN FRANCISCO, California 
(AFP) - Google yeterday 
named five groups that will be 
sharing 10 million dollars that 
the Internet powerhouse is in¬ 
vesting in ideas that promise to 
change the world.

The floods came despite 
forecasts of low rainfall in the 
north for this year's rainy sea¬ 
son from Nigeria's meteoro¬ 
logical agency, which had 
previously warned that more 
than 12 million people in the 
region could face food short¬ 
ages as a result.

Lindsay Lohan 
sent back to jail 
for failing 
drugs test 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Troubled US starlet 
Lindsay Lohan was sent 
back to jail yesteray after 
failing a drugs test in breach 
of bail conditions. 

Judge Elden Fox of the 
Beverly Hills Superior Court 
denied bail to the 24-year- 
old, after she tested positive 
for cocaine in a regular 
court-ordered drugs test the 
week before last. 

Lohan, who appeared 
stunned as she was led away, 
could be in jail for up to 30 
days, after the judge set her 
next probation hearing for 
October 22. Jail officials in¬ 
dicated there would be no 
early release for the actress. 

The judge refused to hear 
arguments from her lawyers 
arguing that she should be 
given bail because of the rel¬ 
atively minor nature of the 
charges against her. 

Lohan, dressed in black 
for yesterday's brief court ap¬ 
pearance, was sentenced on 
July 6 to serve 90 days in jail 
and another 90 days in rehab 
for violating her probation in 
a drunk-driving case. 

Due to jail overcrowding, 
however, she served just 13 
days behind bars, before 
being released to the detox 
facility. 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The slaying of the military 
commander of Colombia's 
biggest guerrilla group was "a 
big day" for Colombians, Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama told Pres¬ 
ident Juan Manuel Santos 
yesterday.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Britain yesterday warned of 
"massive dangers" to world 
security should Yemen, the 
Arab world's poorest country 
and an increasing stronghold 
of Al-Qaeda, become a failed 
state. 

"The underpinning issue 
of help to Yemen is the pro¬ 
tection of the stability of the 
state overall and let's be hon¬ 
est: there are massive dangers 
to the country, the region and 
the wider world if ever 
Yemen becomes failed state," 
Alan Duncan, Britain's inter¬ 
national development minis¬ 
ter, said. 

Duncan, who described "a 
very potent cocktail for dan¬ 
ger," was speaking at a meet¬ 
ing at UN headquarters in 
New York of the Friends of 
Yemen — an international 
support group for the country. 

The Arabian Peninsula na¬ 
tion is suffering growing se¬ 
curity and economic strains 
and faces a rising Al-Qaeda 
presence. 

US authorities blame a 
plot to blow up a US-bound 
airliner on Christmas Day 
last year on the Yemen-based 
organization known as Al- 
Qaeda on the Arabian penin¬ 
sula. The group also claimed 
the attack, which was foiled 
only when the alleged 


Thursday announced that the 
feared war commander of the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia (FARC), a 57- 
year-old veteran of the leftist 
insurgency known as Mono 
Jojoy or Jorge Briceno Suarez, 
was killed in an air and ground 
assault this week on a major 
rebel camp.

But Duncan said that three 
billion dollars of that sum re¬ 
mained unspent, "simply be¬ 
cause the country has not 
been able to show the capac¬ 
ity to absorb the fund."

The international conference 
on sustainable energy taking 
place on Aruba, September 
29 through October 1 is the 
first step the government of 
the island is taking on the 
journey towards becoming a 
forerunner in this field in the 
Caribbean region.

Wubbo Ockels visited the de¬ 
partment that is run by Ock¬ 
els at TU Delft. Eman 
expressed he was very im¬ 
pressed with Ockels’ work 
and the technologies that the 
professor is currently devel¬ 
oping. 

Ockels, who is the speaker 
to open the Green Aruba 
2010 conference is a world 
renown inventor and an ad¬ 
vocate and driving force be¬ 
hind increased use of 
sustainable energy and the 
development of technologies 
promoting its use. After retir¬ 
ing from his career as an as¬ 
tronaut Ockels dedicated 
himself to innovations in 


technology and currently is 
working as developer of new 
projects at the Dutch univer¬ 
sity. 

Among the projects he has 
worked on are the Nuna Solar 
car series which have won 
four out of five World Solar 
Challenges in Australia and 
the Formula Zero Green- 
choice Forze hydrogen car 
series. The Nuna 4 as well as 
one of the Greenchoice Forze 
cars will be used to give 
demonstrations for the gen¬ 
eral public on the L.G Smith 
Boulevard during the Green 
Aruba conference. Also, an 
attempt to break the world 
record on the 1/8 mile will be 
attempted with the Green- 
choice Forze during the 
team’s visit to Aruba. Ockels 
has also developed the Ecolu- 
tion, a zero emissions sail¬ 
boat. 

One of the most eye catch¬ 
ing and impacting projects 
the professor is working on 
together with his team, which 
also includes Curacao-born 
Ivo Hagemans, is the Super¬ 
bus. The Superbus rides on 
solar energy and is the first of 
its kind to ever be developed. 
The bus offers seating for 27 
passengers and depends 100 
percent on alternative energy 
for power. 

The Superbus, which will 
be presented to Dutch media 
shortly, is to be used for pub¬ 
lic transportation, but Prime 
Minister Eman and his dele¬ 
gation got a sneak peak at the 
bus in Professor Ockels’ re¬ 
search facility. The Superbus 
is designed to reach a speed 
of 250 km/hr on roads that 
are especially made for it, but 
the vehicle is also able to ride 
on existing, regular roads. It 
is designed to drive one pro¬ 
grammed route, but also offer 
stops and detours according 



to the passen¬ 
gers’ instructions 
given either by 
SMS or online. 

The vehicle 
has been in de¬ 
velopment for 
three years and

Two new horned dinosaurs 
discovered in western US 



WASHINGTON 
(AFP) - Two new 
species of large 
horned dinosaurs — 
close cousins of the 
famous herbivorous 
Triceratops — have 
been unearthed in the 
western desert of the 
United States, pale¬ 
ontologists have re¬ 
vealed. 

The ’’remarkable” 
finds — one of the di¬ 
nosaurs had a mas¬ 
sive seven-foot 
(2.3-meter) skull, the 
other a head deco¬ 
rated with 15 horns - 
- were made in 
southern Utah. 

Researchers said 
Wednesday the an¬ 
cient beasts were 
thought to have lived 
some 76 million 
years ago in the late Creta¬ 
ceous period. 

’’The giant plant-eaters 
were inhabitants of the 'lost 
continent' of Laramidia, 
formed when a shallow sea 
flooded the central region of 
North America,” according to 
paleontologists, who re¬ 
vealed their work in an online 
open-access journal produced 
by the Public Library of Sci¬ 
ence. 

The larger of the finds, 
with its enormous skull, was 
named Utahceratops gettyi, 
after the US state, and Mike 
Getty, paleontology collec¬ 
tions manager at the Utah 
Museum of Natural History, 
who discovered the animal. 
Ceratops is Ancient Greek for 
’’homed face.”

Loewen, a co-author on the 
paper, described Utahcer¬ 
atops as ”a giant rhino with a 
ridiculously supersized 
head.” 


Apart from a large horn 
over the nose, Utahceratops 
had short and blunt eye horns 
thmsting from the side of its 
face rather than upward, 
much more like the horns of 
modern bison. 

The beast would have 
weighed between three or 
four tonnes, and stood about 
six feet (two meters) tall at 
the shoulder and hips and 
was 18 to 22 feet (six to 
seven meters) long. 

The smaller of the di¬ 
nosaurs is named the Kosmo- 
ceratops richardsoni, with 
kosmos being Latin for ’’or¬ 
nate,” after its elaborate col¬ 
lection of horns dotted 
around its skull. The last part 
of the name is an ode to vol¬ 
unteer researcher Scott 
Richardson who discovered 
two skulls of the animal. 

Kosmoceratops' 15 horns 
were located over the nose, 
one atop each eye, one at the 


tip of each cheek bone, 
and the remaining 10 
across the rear part of 
bony frill, ’’making it 
the most ornate¬ 
headed dinosaur 
known,” the study 
said. 

Lead author Scott 
Sampson described 
Kosmoceratops as 
"one of the most 
amazing animals 
known, with a huge 
skull decorated with 
an assortment of bony 
bells and whistles.” 

Paleontologists still 
speculate what func¬ 
tion such horns played 
in dinosaurs life, but 
the theory that they 
had a key role in at¬ 
tracting mates is gain¬ 
ing ground. 

"Most of these 
bizarre features would have 
made lousy weapons to fend 
off predators,” said Sampson. 
”It's far more likely that they 
were used to intimidate or do 
battle with rivals of the same 
sex, as well as to attract indi¬ 
viduals of the opposite sex.” 

The study was funded 
mostly by the US Bureau of 
Land Management and the 
National Science Foundation, 
and marks another in a series 
of paleontology finds this 
year. 

"The past year has been a 
remarkable one for horned 
dinosaurs, with several new 
species named,” said Andrew 
Farke, another of the paper's 
authors. 

"The new Utah creatures 
are the icing on the cake, 
showing anatomy even more 
bizarre than typically ex¬ 
pected for a group of ani¬ 
mals known for its weird 
skulls.”

Surgery to Widen Neck 
Arteries Cuts 10-Year 


Stroke Risk: 


For people whose carotid ar¬ 
teries have become nar¬ 
rowed, restricting blood flow 
to the brain, having a surgical 
procedure to widen them re¬ 
duces the risk of stroke over 
a 10-year period, British re¬ 
searchers report. 

The carotid artery — one 
on either side of the neck — 
supplies blood carrying oxy¬ 
gen to the head, so a proce¬ 
dure to widen it helps restore 
blood flow to the brain. How¬ 
ever, the operation, called a 
carotid endarterectomy, has 
about a 3 percent risk of 
causing an immediate stroke, 
the researchers cautioned. 

For some elderly patients, 
this risk may outweigh any 
long-term benefit. But older, 
healthy patients will likely 
benefit from the procedure, 
the study authors noted. 

However, Dr. Larry B. 
Goldstein, professor of neu¬ 
rology and director of the 


Study 

Duke Stroke Center at Duke 
University Medical Center, 
who was not involved in the 
study, suggested that the ben¬ 
efits might be smaller than 
they appeared in the study. 

’’Recent studies suggest 
that the rate of stroke in pa¬ 
tients with [narrowed carotid 
arteries without symptoms] is 
lower than the rates found in 
this trial,” he said. Although 
the study found the rate of 
stroke in patients without a 
carotid endarterectomy to be 
1.8 percent a year over a 10- 
year period, Goldstein noted 
that ’’the rates are thought to 
be about 1 percent a year, but 
may be as low as around 0.5 
percent a year.” 

The lower rates of stroke, 
he said, ’’are thought to be 
due to advances in medical 
treatment such as blood pres¬ 
sure control, antiplatelet 
drugs and more widespread 
use of statins.” 


'Self-Touch' May Reduce 
Pain, Study Finds 


You burn your hand on a hot 
stove. You grab that hand 
with the other, and some¬ 
times the pain goes away. 
Ever wonder why? 

British researchers did, 
and their unusual study sug¬ 
gests that you can reset your 
brain’s image of your body to 
help eliminate that pain. 

The researchers found that 
they were able to signifi¬ 
cantly decrease the levels of 
pain in the hands of people 
who thought they were expe¬ 
riencing extreme heat. Their 
method: they told the partici¬ 
pants to touch three fingers 
on one hand to three fingers 
on the other. 

The effects of the ’’self¬ 
touch” approach sounds more 
than a little peculiar. But it’s a 
tool that ’’might create new 
possibilities for pain treat¬ 
ments,” said study co-author 
Marjolein RM. Kammers of 
University College London’s 
Institute of Cognitive Neuro¬ 
science in the United Kingdom. 

Researchers have directly 
linked phantom limb pain — 
in which amputees feel pain 
in an arm or leg that is no 
longer there — to the body 
representation system. 

’’One hypothesis is that 
phantom limb pain after am¬ 
putation is due to mismatch 
between the way that the 
body really is (without a 
limb) and the way the brain 


represents it to be (as it was 
with all limbs intact),” Kam¬ 
mers said. ’’Once the body 
representation is appropri¬ 
ately updated, the phantom 
limb pain is often reduced.” 

’’Pain is not just a signal 
from the body reaching the 
brain,” Kammers said. ”It is 
modulated in the brain ac¬ 
cording to how the brain rep¬ 
resents the current state of the 
body.” 

The researchers didn't 
want to actually hurt anyone, 
so they took advantage of a 
strange phenomenon: if you 
put your index and ring fin¬ 
gers in warm water and your 
middle finger in cool water, 
you will think your middle 
finger is burning. 

The researchers used the 
illusion to fool people into 
thinking their middle fingers 
were extremely hot and then 
removed their hands from the 
water. Some participants 
touched fingers from one 
hand to another, while others 
touched someone else’s hand. 

Those who touched all 
three fingers to the same fin¬ 
gers on the other hand felt 64 
percent less painful heat, the 
investigators found. 

"Self-touch caused the in¬ 
tegration of both hands to¬ 
gether into a coherent body 
representation, which caused 
a reduction in heat pain,” 
Kammers said.

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US Congress moves to 
punish China on currency 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Congress moved yester¬ 
day to open the way for retal¬ 
iation against China over its 
currency, warning that it has 
lost patience with quiet ef¬ 
forts to press Beijing to let its 
yuan appreciate. 

One day after President 
Barack Obama pressed Chi¬ 
nese Premier Wen Jiabao on 
currency in a meeting in New 
York, Obama's allies in Con¬ 
gress approved a measure 
that accuses Beijing of killing 
US manufacturing jobs with 
its yuan. 

The House Ways and 
Means Committee, which 
writes tax laws, voted to ex¬ 
pand the powers of the Com¬ 
merce Department to allow it 
to impose tariffs when an¬ 
other nation is found to be 
manipulating its currency's 
value. 


Under longstanding regu¬ 
lations, the Commerce De¬ 
partment can only impose 
tariffs on foreign goods if the 
producer country directly 
subsidizes an export. 

The committee sent the 
bill to the full House, which 
is now set to vote on the 
measure next week, House 
majority leader Steny Hoyer 
said. 

"While a multilateral ap¬ 
proach to addressing this 
issue is preferable, we cannot 
wait any longer to level the 
playing field for US busi¬ 
nesses and protect American 
manufacturing jobs," Hoyer 
said in a statement. 

"We recognize the efforts 
China is making toward re¬ 
form, but they need to act 
faster to allow their currency 
to appreciate." 


Norway's central bank 
sues Citigroup 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Norway's central bank has 
sued Citigroup for allegedly 
providing false financial state¬ 
ments which led to losses of 
more than 700 million dollars, 
a Citi official said yesterday. 

Norges Bank has com¬ 
plained that Citigroup repeat¬ 
edly issued "untrue statements 
and non-disclosure of material 
information to investors" 
which led the bank to purchase

Citi securities at inflated prices 
between 2007 and 2009. 

"Norges Bank lost in excess 
of 735 million dollars on its in¬ 
vestments in Citigroup com¬ 
mon shares and in excess of 
100 million dollars on its in¬ 
vestments in bonds and pre¬ 
ferred shares," said the lawsuit, 
filed in a Manhattan federal 
court on September 17. 

"When the market slowly 
learned the truth of Citi’s fi¬ 
nancial condition, Citi came 
close to insolvency, and plain¬ 
tiff lost a substantial amount of 
its investment," it said. 

A Citigroup official said: 
"we believe the suit has no 
merit and we will defend our¬ 
selves vigorously." 

Citigroup, once the world's 
largest bank, also faces a law¬ 
suit filed in August last year by 
seven Norwegian towns and an 
investment house that had lost 
millions in debt obligations 
sold by Citigroup 


Facebook's Zuckerberg unveils 100 
million dollar school gift 



CHICAGO, Illinois (AFP) - 
Facebook founder and chief 
executive Mark Zuckerberg 
joined the ranks of openly phi¬ 
lanthropic billionaires Friday 
with a 100-million-dollar grant 
to the troubled public school 
system in Newark, New Jer¬ 
sey. 

Zuckerberg, 26, made the 
Forbes Richest Americans list 
for the first time this week with 
an estimated net worth of 6.9 
billion dollars, which gave the 
Harvard drop-out the rank of 
35th richest American and se¬ 
cond-youngest self-made bil¬ 
lionaire. 

"I've committed to starting 
the Startup Education Founda¬ 
tion, whose first project will be 
a 100 million dollar challenge 
grant" to Newark's public 
school system, Zuckerberg 
said. 

He made the announcement 
on the Oprah Winfrey show, 
accompanied by the mayor of 
Newark and governor of New 
Jersey, who vowed to turn the 
state's failing school system in 
a national model of excellence. 

The gift is many times 


larger than any the school sys¬ 
tem has received before, and 
amounts to one-eighth of the 
800-million-dollar annual op¬ 
erating budget. 

With this gesture Zucker¬ 
berg is joining forces with the 
likes of Bill Gates and Warren 
Buffett, who earlier this year 
launched a campaign to get 
other billionaires to donate 
most of their fortunes to cha¬ 
rity. 


Oprah repeatedly chided 
Zuckerberg for wanting to 
make the donation anony¬ 
mously, saying his shyness and 
desire for privacy shouldn't 
outweigh the impact of a pub¬ 
lic announcement. 

"He needs to make this pub¬ 
lic so that more people will 
join in and give money," the 
talk show diva and noted phi¬ 
lanthropist insisted to the ap¬ 
plause of her studio audience. 


Cuba to allow first US dollar home 


rentals in 50 years 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - Cuba 
is to allow some houses to be 
rented in US dollars for the 
first time in 50 years as well as 
the opening up of small busi¬ 
nesses as it seeks to shed 
500,000 public jobs, state sme- 
dia said yesterday. 

"From October, the ban on 
renting accommodation in the 
Cuban convertible peso (equi¬ 
valent to the dollar) will be 


lifted," the daily Granma said. 

The move will apply to 
"people who have permission to 
live abroad, or those who live in 
Cuba, and leave the country for 
more than three months," the of¬ 
ficial mouthpiece of the mling 
Communist party said. Those 
people will also be allowed to 
rent out their cars, it added. 

Cuba has been under a US 
economic embargo for almost 


five decades. And the commu¬ 
nist authorities only permit 
those Cubans who are married 
to foreigners or who have work 
contracts abroad to leave the is¬ 
land and return when they want. 

Those people who have 
been given state housing since 
2001 or who have carried out 
repairs on their homes will also 
be allowed to rent them, but 
with time limits. 


Gold powers to record above 1,300 
dollars 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Gold prices shot above 1,300 
dollars for the first time and 
silver nailed a 30-year high 
this week as traders exited the 
US currency for safe-haven in¬ 
vestments on worries about 
fragile economic recovery. 

Gold prices struck a record- 
high 1,300.07 dollars an ounce 
on the London Bullion Market, 
helping to drag sister metal sil¬ 
ver to 21.44 dollars an ounce - 
- its highest level since 
October 1980. 

"The underlying bullish 
trend in the gold market con¬ 
tinues to be fuelled by the high 
level of uncertainty regarding 
the United States and Euro¬ 
pean economies," said SEB 
Commodity Research analyst 
Filip Petersson. 

"Wealth preservation are 


the keywords. 

"As long as we do not see a 
reduction in the uncertainty re¬ 
garding the long-term eco¬ 
nomic outlook, gold prices will 
remain well-supported as the 
currency of choice for risk- 
averse investors." 

He added that "the strategic 
view remains bullish (positive) 
and we expect prices above 
1,350 dollars per ounce before 
the end of the year." 

Gold and silver were also 
driven by keen demand from 
exchange traded funds (ETFs). 

ETFs allow traders to invest 
money more easily in com¬ 
modities, without trading on 
the futures market. They are 
traded like shares and are 
widely regarded as an inexpen¬ 
sive and low-risk way of in¬ 
vesting. 


"We now expect gold prices 
to stay high for several more 
years," said Julian Jessop, 
chief international economist 
at Capital Economics consul¬ 
tancy. 

"Fears of runaway inflation 
or a dollar collapse, which un¬ 
derpin some of the most bull¬ 
ish forecasts for gold, remain 
exaggerated. Nonetheless, pri¬ 
ces should continue to be sup¬ 
ported by strong demand for a 
safe haven from other potential 
economic and financial 
shocks." 

Gold also won support from 
the weakening US currency, 
which makes the dollar-priced 
metal cheaper for buyers using 
stronger currencies and so 
tends to stimulate demand and 
prices

British monarch 'asked for heating handout' 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Queen Elizabeth II asked the 
British government for 
money from a fund for poor 
people to help pay heating 
bills on her palaces, a news¬ 
paper reported yesterday. 

The request was rebuffed 
because officials feared the 
news would be a public rela¬ 
tions disaster for the 
monarch, according to the In¬ 
dependent, which learned of 
the request under Freedom of 
Information legislation. 

Royal aides complained to 
ministers in 2004 that the 
queen's gas and electricity 
bills had increased by 50 per¬ 
cent and were now "unten¬ 


able," costing more than one 
million pounds (1.5 million 
dollars, 1.2 million euros) a 
year. 

Aides said the 15-million- 
pound state grant the queen 
received for the upkeep of the 
palaces was inadequate and 
asked if the royal family was 
eligible for special funds to 
replace four combined heat 
and power units at Bucking¬ 
ham Palace and Windsor 
Castle. 

The money would come 
from a government scheme to 
fund heating programmes 
that benefit people on low in¬ 
comes. 

According to the Inde¬ 



pendent, the then Labour 
government initially agreed 
to the idea but then changed 
its mind.

’50s pop singer Eddie Fisher 
dies at 82 



LOS ANGELES, California 
— One of the most popular 
singers of the 1950s, Eddie 
Fisher, has died. He was 82. 

Fisher died of complica¬ 
tions from hip surgery 
Wednesday, his family said. 

’’Late last evening the 
world lost a true America 
icon. Eddie Fisher, 82, one 
of the greatest voices of the 


century passed away in 
Berkeley, CA due to compli¬ 
cations and a decline in 
health from a recent hip sur¬ 
gery," his family members 
said in a statement. "He was 
loved and will be missed by 
his four children: Carrie, 
Todd, Joely, and Tricia 
Leigh as well as his six 
grandchildren. He was an 
extraordinary talent." 

Although Fisher sold mil¬ 
lions of records and had his 
own television show, his 
biggest claim to fame may 
be his high-profile mar¬ 
riages to Hollywood starlets 
Debbie Reynolds, Elizabeth 
Taylor and Connie Stevens - 
- all of which ended in di¬ 
vorce. 

He had two more mar¬ 
riages after that. 

Fisher also co-starred in 
the films "Bundle of Joy" 
and "Butterfield 8." Among 



his four children, Carrie 
Fisher and Joely Fisher were 
actresses. 

Fisher has two stars on 
the Hollywood Walk of 
Fame, one for recording and 
the other for TV.

Bosnian to star in Angelina 
Jolie's first film 




SARAJEVO, Bosnia- 
Hercegovina (AFP) - 
Bosnian actress Zana 
Marjanovic has landed 
the lead in US screen 
siren Angelina Jolie's 
directorial debut, a 
movie about the 1992- 
95 war in Bosnia, the 
27-year-old told BHR1 
Bosnian radio yester¬ 
day. 

"It will be an epic 
drama against the back¬ 
drop of the 1992-95 
Bosnian war. It will be 
a story that will not push any 
political opinion but foremost 
a love story that plays out 
during the war," Marjanovic 
told the radio. 

Marjanovic did not reveal 
any more details about the 
film like its working title or 
fellow cast members. 

The movie is reportedly 
due to by shot largely in Bu¬ 
dapest, Hungary with some 
scenes due to be filmed in 
Sarajevo in November this 
year, Bosnian radio reported. 

Jolie, who is currently 
Hollywood's highest paid ac-

tress, will write, direct and 
produce the movie, according 
to Hollywood trade daily Va¬ 
riety. It reported that the film 
will tell the story of a Serbian 
man and Bosnian woman 
who fall in love in the middle 
of the war, but are driven to 
take different paths. 

In Bosnia, Marjanovic is 
known for her starring roles 
in two films by local direc¬ 
tors: the 2003 Srdjan Vuletic 
film "Summer in the Golden 
Valley" and in 2008's "Snow" 
by Aida Begic. 


PERU WELZ, Belgium - 
Full moons are often associ¬ 
ated with tides, insanity and 
creatures like werewolves, 
but it turns out they're also 
good for brewing beer. 

In Peruwelz, a small, 
sleepy town in southern Bel¬ 
gium, a family-owned brew¬ 
ery has produced its first 
batch of specialist beer 
brewed by the light of a full 
autumnal moon. 

It isn't so much a nod to 
mythology as a recognition 
of nature's impact on the sci¬ 
ence of brewing. 

"We made several tests 
and noticed that the fermen¬ 
tation was more vigorous, 
more active," explained 
Roger Caulier, the owner of 
Brewery Caulier, which 
began in the 1930s when his 
grandfather started selling 
homemade beer from a hand¬ 
cart. 

"The end product was 
completely different, 

stronger, with a taste lasting 
longer in the mouth," he said. 

The full moon speeds up 
the fermentation process, 
shor-tening it to five days 
from seven, which adds extra 
punch to the beer without 
making it harsh, according to 
connoisseurs. 

The finely balanced, gold- 
colored beer is 10 percent al¬ 
cohol by volume, extremely 
strong by most European or 
U.S. standards but not un¬ 
common in Belgium, where 


traditional monk-brewed 
beers frequently hit 10 or 12 
percent. 

"It goes down very well, 
no problem at all," said 
Joseph Francois, a journalist 
and beer expert who has 
tasted the brew. 

Brewery Caulier, which 
uses methods dating from the 
1840s and is well-known for 
its artisanal beers, plans to 
produce about 12,000 bottles 
of its full moon beer, called 
Paix-Dieu (Peace-God), 
which go on sale on October 
31. 

The idea came to Caulier 
after he visited a friend in Al¬ 
sace, a winemaking region of 
eastern France, who told him 
about how he planned his en¬ 
tire production schedule ac¬ 


cording to the lunar calendar. 

Caulier began experimen¬ 
ting and eventually came up 
with a nine-step process that 
includes using two types of 
hops and involves a two- 
week secondary fermentation 
process inside the bottle, not 
unlike the technique used to 
produce Champagne. 

"It gives the product 
greater fame, a bit like for 
great vintage wines," he said. 

"It could lead to collectors 
checking the differences be¬ 
tween one vintage and an¬ 
other because there could 
very well be differences be¬ 
tween every batch." 

"Many farmers are con¬ 
vinced that the moon influ¬ 
ences the quality of some of 
their products," he said. 
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Raina blasts Chennai into

Chennai won by 52 runs 
according to the Duck¬ 
worth/Lewis method. 

Chennai will meet the 


winners of today's second 
semi-final between the South 
Australian Redbacks and the 
Eastern Cape Warriors in 
Centurion. 

The final is in Johannes¬ 
burg on Sunday. 

The left-handed Raina hit 
six sixes and five fours as he 
made the highest score of the 
tournament. 

Raina took advantage of a 
weakened Bangalore attack 
after fast bowler Dale Steyn 
was injured while taking a 
catch to dismiss Mike 
Hussey. 

Steyn ran backwards at 
speed after Hussey hit the 
ball over mid-off. He jumped 
to take the catch but landed 


heavily on his back and his 
head banged into the turf. 

He had to go to hospital to 
be checked for back and head 
damage. 

Steyn had been expected 
to be a key bowler for Banga¬ 
lore on a pitch which suited 
fast bowling. 

Faced with a daunting tar¬ 
get, Bangalore's hopes were 
snuffed out by Chennai open¬ 
ing bowlers Albie Morkel 
and Doug Bollinger, who dis¬ 
missed first three batsmen 
within the first 3.3 overs. 

The overs were reduced 
after a rain break of two-and- 
a-half hours when Chennai 
were 15 for one after 2.5 
overs.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Tiger Woods said Friday that 
making the US Ryder Cup 
team as a selection of captain 
Corey Pavin didn't raise the 
pressure on him to perform. 

"Contrary to what some 
people might think, I don't 
feel extra pressure or incen¬ 
tive as a captain's pick to per¬ 
form," Woods said on his 
blog posted on www.tiger- 
woods.com. "The goal is to 
win every match you're put 
out there so you can help the 
team retain the Cup." 

Woods - whose form has 
dipped since he was em¬ 
broiled in a sex scandal that 
resulted in a costly divorce - 
was named as a captain's pick 
along with Zach Johnson, 
Stewart Cink and Rickie 
Fowler for a clash against the 
European team on October 1- 
3 at Celtic Manor in Wales. 

Woods said he was "really 
looking forward" to getting to 
Wales. 

"Pm excited about going 
over there and competing and 


playing with whomever my 
captain puts me out there 
with." 

Woods also indicated he'd 
be satisfied if Pavin opts not 
to put him in the maximum 
number of matches. 

"I've never missed a 
match, but we'll see what 
happens," he said. "I just 
want to get over there and see 
the golf course and be ready 
come Friday." 

Woods, who didn't qualify 
for the US PGA Tour Cham¬ 
pionship underway in Atlanta 
this week, said he was using 
the time off to put in some 
work with swing coach Sean 
Foley. He thinks he is ahead 
of schedule on the changes 
they have been working on. 

"To be honest, I'm picking 
up Sean's swing changes 
faster than I thought I would, 
but I still have a long way to 
go," Woods said. "I'm defi¬ 
nitely hitting the ball farther 
than I ever have, just because 
the transfer of energy is more 
efficient. We're just going to 
keep working." 


Bangladesh, Nepal climbers to 
scale virgin peak in Himalayas 


Parry, Sandelin battle for survival 


DHAKA (AFP) - A group of 
Bangladeshi and Nepali moun¬ 
taineers will team up for a joint 
attempt to scale a previously un¬ 
conquered Himalayan peak, the 
Bangladeshi team leader said 
Friday. 

The 12-member joint team 
will begin the expedition on 
October 3 and estimate that 


scaling the 6,257-metre 
(20,528-foot) peak — known 
locally as Chhekego — could 
take 21 days, said M.A. Muhit, 
the Bangladeshi team's leader. 

"If we successfully scale 
the unclaimed or virgin peak, 
we plan to name it the 
Bangladesh-Nepal Friendship 
Peak," he said. 


PARIS (AFP) - England's 
John Parry and Jarmo 
Sandelin of Sweden, both 
battling to save their tour 
cards, shared the halfway 
lead at the Vivendi Cup on 
Friday on 13 under par. 

Parry carded a second 
round five under par 67 thanks 
to two closing birdies while 
former Ryder Cup star 
Sandelin shot an eagle and 
four birdies in a bogey free 66. 

"I've been playing much 
better the last three weeks - 
and this week especially," 
said Sandelin. 

"I haven't had too many bad 
shots this week so far, so if I 
can keep it going on like this, I 
think I will be a happy man at 
the end of the tournament." 

Sandelin is 168th on The 
Race to Dubai and needs to 
climb into the top 115 to 


avoid a return to Qualifying 
School while Parry currently 
occupies 116th spot. 

"It was good," said Parry. 
"Tve been playing well for 
the last couple of weeks, at 
least trying to put it all to¬ 
gether, putt well and hit it 
well, which is a bit more like 
it for the first two days." 

The pair are three shots 
clear of France's Julien Guer- 


rier, Australia's Richard Green 
and Madeira Islands Open 
winner James Morrison. 

Ryder Cup player Padraig 
Harrington was down in a tie 
for 58 th, 11 shots off the lead 
at the halfway stage. 

Three-time major winner 
Harrington hit a second 
round 74 and avoided the cut 
by enjoying three birdies in 
his last six holes.

Bears clash with Pack in battle of unbeatens 




CHICAGO (AFP) - The 
Chicago Bears, off to their 
best start since 2006, will try 
to make a statement Monday 
when they take on NFC 
North division rivals Green 
Bay in a battle of unbeaten 
NFL teams. 

Week three sees one other 
match-up of unbeaten teams 
in Pittsburgh at Tampa Bay 
on Sunday. 

If s no surprise to see the 
Packers in a tussle for the di¬ 
vision lead, but the Bears, 
who finished last season a 
disappointing 7-9, are seek¬ 
ing to end a four-year playoff 
drought. 

’’Nobody's picking us to 
win,” Chicago safety Chris 
Harris said. ”We like that. In 
the locker room, we're all we 
have anyway, so we don't let 
outside forces, outside voices 
dictate how we play.” 

With a win over Green 
Bay the Bears could show 
their 2-0 start to the season 
was no fluke. 

A season-opening victory 
over Detroit was aided by a 
controversial call overturning 
an apparent Lions touchdown, 


and the Bears' second victory 
came against a so-far unim¬ 
pressive Cowboys squad. 

There's no doubt, how¬ 
ever, this Bears offense has 
more pop than recent previ¬ 
ous versions. 

With an average of 385.5 
yards the Bears rank fifth in 
the league, after finishing no 
better than 23rd offensively 
in the last three seasons. 

Quarterback Jay Cutler, 
who threw a league-high 26 


interceptions in 2009 has 
thrown just one so far and 
ranks third in the NFL with 
649 passing yards. 

Cutler's composure will 
likely be tested by a Packers 
defence featuring NFL sacks 
leader Clay Matthews. 

At the other end of the 
NFC North, Brett Favre and 
the Minnesota Vikings will 
seeking to avoid an 0-3 start 
when they take on a Detroit 
team that is also without a 
victory. 

In Tampa, the Steelers will 
again be counting on their de¬ 
fense to help make up for the 
absence of still-suspended 
quarterback Ben Roethlis- 
berger. 

Although the Steelers' 
only touchdown this season 
was an overtime score in 
their opening victory over At¬ 
lanta, they have flourished 
thanks to physical defence. 

Reserve signal-caller 
Charlie Batch's task was 
made much easier last week 
as the defence fored seven 
turnovers at Tennessee. 

The trip to Tampa sees 
Steelers coach Mike Tomlin 
returning to the team where 


he served as an assistant 
coach from 2001-2005. 

And Buccaneers head 
coach Raheem Morris 
worked as an assistant with 
Tomlin before he was hired 
last season. 

”We always used to talk 
about competing against each 
other,” Morris said. ”We have 
the opportunity to go out 
there and compete on a top 
stage and there's nothing bet¬ 
ter than that.” 

Elsewhere on Sunday, 
Super Bowl champions New 
Orleans will likely be tested 
by NFC South rivals Atlanta 
at the Super Dome. 

The New York Jets visit 
Miami in a battle of AFC 
East foes, Miami seeking to 
remain unbeaten atop the di¬ 
vision. 

In another AFC East clash, 
New England will try to 


bounce back from their loss 
to the Jets when they host the 
lowly Bills. 

In Denver, a Broncos team 
shocked by the apparent sui¬ 
cide this week of wide re¬ 
ceiver Kenny McKinley will 
host Indianapolis. 

Philadelphia, with Michael 
Vick tabbed as starting quar¬ 
terback, visit Jacksonville. 
Houston, off to a 2-0 start, 
could claim Texas bragging 
rights if they can hand win¬ 
less Dallas another defeat. 

Tennessee and the Giants 
both coming off defeats, meet 
at New York. 

Baltimore host division 
stragglers Cleveland in an 
AFC North match-up, Car¬ 
olina host Cincinnati, Kansas 
City host San Francisco, St. 
Louis host Washington, Seat¬ 
tle host San Diego and Ari¬ 
zona host Oakland.

League to 
crack down on 
complainers 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NBA plans to crack down 
on complaining this season, 
giving the go-ahead to ref¬ 
erees to issue fouls for 
"overt" gestures from play¬ 
ers dissatisfied with calls. 

The league is expanding 
its "respect for the game" 
guidelines to include un¬ 
sportsmanlike actions that it 
feels takes away from the 
product on the floor - and 
how it looks on television. 

Guidelines for issuing 
technical fouls now include 
such gestures such as rais¬ 
ing a fist in the air in anger, 
incredulous arm waving and 
excessive questioning of the 
call even in moderate tones. 

"The focus here is to just 
play the game," NBA exec¬ 
utive vice president of bas¬ 
ketball operations Stu 
Jackson said. 

"We have a great game. 
We have great players. We 
have a great product. Let's 
focus on executing offense 
and defense and being 
highly competitive. 

"Complaining doesn't 
have a part in our game, and 
complaining has never 
changed a non-call to a call, 
or a call to a non-call." 

The league attempted a 
similar crackdown for the 
2006-07 season, but it didn't 
stick. 

Beckham to 
sue over US 
magazine 'lies' 

PARIS (AFP) - David Beck¬ 
ham said on Thursday he will 
sue an American weekly 
magazine that published alle¬ 
gations that the former Eng¬ 
land captain had slept with a 
prostitute. 

Beckham's legal represen¬ 
tatives said in a statement that 
the claims were "completely 
untrue and totally ridiculous, 
as the magazine was clearly 
told before publication". 

The statement followed a 
story in the In Touch maga¬ 
zine relating to an alleged re¬ 
lationship in New York in 
August 2007. 

Beckham, who plays for 
Los Angeles Galaxy in the 
United States, has been mar¬ 
ried to pop star Victoria for 
11 years and they have three 
children.
